Game insert in the new fish code the 
old provision which imposes a special 
fine of $25 on those who fish in the in­ 
land waters of the state on Sunday. 
The new code classifies the game, 
food and bait fishes of the 
common­ 
wealth and provides that

fish 
may be taken only with rod, hook and 
line, with not mort than three hooks 
to each line during the open 
seasons. 
Bait fish may be taken at 
any 
time 
with hook and line, or with 
minnow 
traps or dip nets not over 
three feet 
square, ami food fish may 
bo 
taken 
with hook arid line and outline at any 
time of the year. 
All other methods 
of taking fish from the public waters 
are forbidden. 
The trout season is left as it is hut 
the size limit is abolished and a creel 
limit of fit is 
established,

any trout that has been hooked. 
The season for other game fish 
is

A trout stream is defined as one in

Maurer said he would advise the un­ 
ion men of Pennsylvania to learn mil­ 
itary tactics and how to shoot, to pro­ 
tect themselves. 
" I have on previous occasions urg 
ed th at ta de union men learn how to 
shoot and to protect themselves," he 
told the commission, "and next week 
at the convention of the State Feder­ 
ation of I^abor I am again going to ad 
vooate that union men learn the mili­ 
tary arts to protect temselves against 
these agents of 
the commonwealth 
who are used againat them. We are 
tired of having our defenseless peo­ 
ple shot down and beaten by these 
officers of the state, and if it is going 
to continue it is necessary that labor 
men be prepared to protect them* 
selves." 
M aurer submitted to the commission 
a pam phlet he had prepared on the 
Pennsylvania state police, which he 
entitled "The American Cossack." The 
police 
were recruited, he declared, 
from "United States soldiers and de 
generate sons of the 
middle claes 
who never were worth anything at 
howe.**
